"Because Suqnaux does not disclose at least one metal selected from the group consisting of Pt. Ru. Co. Ti. Ni. Al and Au. the reiection 
of independent claims 1 and 1 8 should be withdrawn." (Applicant's arguments, page 4) 

- Examiner, first asserts that the reference used. Suqnaux (20040131934). in the reiection dated 12/30/2009 is used as a whole. 

Second, Examiner would like to direct attention to par. 0053 and par. 0055 which teach the use of most, if not all, of the 

prescribed metals mention above. 

"Yamakawa does not disclose a binder that is insoluble to electrolvtes." (Applicant's arguments, page 5) 

- Examiner would like to point out that the term insoluble can mean "soluble only with difficulty or to a slight degree", [such a definition 

would be common sense due to the fact that at the molecular level, nothing is 1 00% insolublel Thus, the polymer binder taught 
by Yamakawa (col. 7. lines 62-67 and col. 8. lines 1-10) having low solubility in electrolyte solution, and wherein the solubility of 
the polymer can be varied via gel content (col. 8, lines 1-10) thus making it more or less soluble, is effectively insoluble in 
electrolytic solution, since low solubility could be interpreted as solubility to a slight degree..
